(1) (a) For purchasing a dwelling house/flat, including a 
flat in a building owned jointly with others (out-right or on 
hire-purchase basis), or for constructing a dwelling hotise 
including •the acquisition of suitable site for the purpose from 
the Central Government, the State Government, a Coopera¬ 
tive Society, an institution, a Trust, a Local Body or a Hous¬ 
ing Finance Corporation (hereinafter referred to as the 
agency/agencies); 

OR 

(b) For purchasing a dwelling site for the purpose of 
construction of a dwelling house or a ready-built dwelling 
house/flat from any individual, provided the said house/flat 
to be purchased is new and unlived one;

(c) For the construction of a dwelling house on a site 
owned by the member or the spouse of the member or jointly 
by the member and the spouse, or for completing/continuing 
the construction of a dwelling house already commenced by 
the member or the spouse, on such site. 

Explanation 1.—In this paragraph the expression, ‘Coopera¬ 
tive Society' means a society registered or deemed to be regis¬ 
tered under the Cooperative Societies Act, t912 (2 of 1012) 
or under any other law for the time being in force in any 
State‘relating to cooperative societies. 

Explanation 2. —In this paragraph, the fact of a new and 
unlived in house /flat shall be determined with reference to

(4) A member who wishes to move an amendment to 
any item included in the complete agenda paper, 
but not included in the preliminary agenda paper 
shall give notice thereof to the Secretary not less 
than 3 dear days before the date fixed for the 
meeting. 

(5) The Secretary shall, if lime permits, cause a list of 
all amendments of which notice has been given 
under sub-regulation (4) to be made available for 
,the use of every member before the meeting. 

(6) President may, if the Council agrees, allow a motion 
lo be discussed at a meeting notwithstanding the fact 
that notice was received too late to admit of com¬ 
pliance with these regulations. 

(7) Nothing in these regulations shall operate to prevent 
the reference by the Executive Committee of any 
matter to the Council at a meeting following imme¬ 
diately or loo soon after the meeting of the Execu¬ 
tive Committee, 

(8) An amendment to a resolution or a motion can be 
moved when it is under discussion and no time limit 
of notice shall be necessary. 

(9) A motion shall not be admissible,— 

(a) if the matter to which it relates is not within 
the scope of the Council’s functions; 

(b) if it raises substantially the same question aa a 
motion or amendment which has been moved 
or withdrawn with the leave of the Council 
within one year of the date of the meeting at 
which it is designed to be moved : 

Provdcd that such a motion may bo. admitted at 
a special meeting of the Council convened for 
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the purpose under clause (ii) of the proviso to 
regulation 3 on the requisition of not less than 
two-thirds of the total strength of the Council: 

Provided further that nothing in these regula¬ 
tions shall operate to prohibit further discussion 
of any matter referred to the Council by the 
Central Government in the exercise of any of 
its functions under the Act; 

(c) unless it is clearly and precisely >expressed and 
raises substantially a definite issue; 

(d) if it contains arguments, inferences, ironical 
expressions of defamatory statements, 

(10) r ihe President shall disallow any motion Which, in 
his opinion, is inadmissible under sub-regulation 
W : 

Provided that if u motion can be rendered ad¬ 
missible by amepdmeni, the President may ip lieu 
of disallowing the motion admit it in amended 
form. 

fll) When the President disallows or accepts an amend¬ 
ment to a motion, the Secretary shall inform the 
members who gave notice of the motion of the order 
of disallowance or as the case may be, of the form 
in which the motion has been admitted, 

9. Presiding officer of meetings of the Council and man¬ 
ner of voting 

(lj Every meeting of the Council shall be presided over 
by the President or, if. he is absent, by the Vice-President 
or, if both the President and the Vice-President arc absent, 
by a member to be elected by the members present from 
amongst themselves. 

(2) Every matter to be determined by the Council shall 
bo determined on a motion moved by a member and put 
to the Council by the presiding officer, 

(3) Votes shall be taken by show of hands or by division 
or by ballot as the presiding officer may direct, 

Provided that votes shall be taken by ballot if three mem¬ 
bers so desire and ask for it. 

Provided further that if voting has been by show of hands, 
a division shall be taken if a member asks for it. 

(4) The presiding officer shall determine the method of 
talking votes by division. 

(5) The result of the vote shall be announced by the 
presiding officer of the meeting and shall not be challenged. 

(6) In the event of an equality of votes, the presiding 
officer of the meeting shall have a second or casting vote. 

■10, Motions to be moved at meetings of the Council 

(1) When motions identical in purport stand in the names 
of, two or more members, the presiding officer of the meet¬ 
ing shall decide whose motion shall be moved and other 
motion or motions shall thereupon be deemed to have been 
withdrawn. 

(2) Every motion or amendment shall be seconded and 
if not seconded shall be deemed to have been withdrawn. 

(3) When a motion is seconded, it shall be stated by the 
presiding officer of the meeting, 

(4) When a motion has been thus stated, it may be dis¬ 
cussed as a question to be resolved cither in the affirmative 
or in the negative or any member may, subject to regula¬ 
tion 11 move an amendment to the motion : 

Provided that the presiding officer shall not allow an 
amendment to be moved which if it had been a substantive 
motion would have been inadmissible under regulation 8. 

11. Amendments to motions at meetings of Council 

(1) At a meeting of the Council an amendment must be 
relevant to and within the scope of the motion to which it 
Is proposed and shall not be moved which has merely the 
effect of a negative vote. 

(2) The presiding officer of the meeting may refuse to 
put to vote an amendment to the motion which is in his 
Opinion frivolous and has the effect of a negative vote. 


(3) A motion may be amended by— 

(a) the omission, insertion on addition of words, or 

(b) the substitution of words for any of the original 
words. 

12. Matters which may be discussed at the time of dis¬ 
cussion of a motion 

(1) At a meetips of the Council when a motion or amend¬ 
ment is under debate no proposal with reference thereto 
shall be made other than— 

' (a) an amendment of the motion or the amendment, 

as the case may be, as proposed in regulation 10; 

(b) a motion for the adjournment of the debate on the 
motion or amendment either to a specified date and 
hour or sine die ; 

(c) a motion for the closure, namely a motion that 
the question be now put; 

(d) a motion that the Council instead of proceeding to 
deal with the motion do pass to the next item on 
the agenda.: 

Provided that no such motion or amendment 
shall be moved so as to interrupt a speech : 

Provided further that no motion of the nature 
referred to in clauses (b), (c) and (d) shall be 
moved or seconded by a member who has already 
ppokep on the question at the meeting : 

(2) Untess the presiding officer of the meeting is of opi¬ 
nion that a motion for closure is an abuse of the right of 
reasonable debate, he shall forthwith put a motion that the 
question be now put and if that motion is carried the subs¬ 
tantive motion or amendment under debate shall be put 
forthwith: 

Provided that the presiding officer of the meeting may 
allow the mover of the substantive motion to exercise his 
right of reply before the substantive motion under the debate 
is put: 

Provided further that it shall npt interrupt a speech, a 
proposal to hdjourn the Council to a specified date and hour 
may be made at any time, but it shall bo at the discretion 
of the presiding officer of the meeting to "put or refuse to 
put such a proposal to the Council. 

(3) A motion or an amendment which has been moved 
and seconded shall not be withdrawn save with the leave of 
the Council which shall not be granted, if any member dis¬ 
sent from the granting of such leave. 

(4) When a motion has been moved and seconded, mem¬ 
bers other than the mover and the seconder may speak on 
the motion in such order as the presiding officer of the meet¬ 
ing may direct: 

Provided that the seconder of a motion or of an amend¬ 
ment may, with the permission of the presiding officer of the 
meeting confine himself to seconding the motion or amend¬ 
ment, as the case may be and speak thereon at any, subse¬ 
quent stage of the debate. 

(5) During the meeting, the presiding officer of the meet¬ 
ing may, at any time, make any objection or suggestion or 
give information to elucidate any point to help the members 
in the discussion. 

(6) The mover of an original motion, and if permitted 
by the presiding officer of the meeting, the mover of any 
amendment, shall be entitled to a right of final reply; and 
no other member shall speak more than once in the debate 
except with the permission of the presiding officer of the 
meeting for the purposes of making a personal cxpinna! Ion 
or putting a question to the members then addressing the 
Council ; 

Provided that any member at any stage of the debate may 
arise to a point of order, but no speech shall be allowed on 
that point : 

Provided further that a member who has spoken on a 
motion may speak again on an amendment to the motion 
subsequently moved. 
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(7) A speech shall be strictly confined to the subject 
matter Of the motion or amendment on which it is made. 

(8) Any motion or amendment standing in the name of 
a member who is absent from the meeting oi unwilling to 
move it, may be brought forward by another member with 

'the permission of the presiding officer of the meeting. 

(9) If at any time the presiding officer of the meeting 
rises, any member speaking shall immediately resume his 
eeht. 

13. Adoption of motion 

(1) When an amendment to any motion is moved and 
seconded or when two or more such amendments are moved 
and seconded, the presiding officer of the meeting shall, be¬ 
fore taking the sense of the Council thereon, state or read 
to the Council the terms of the original motion and of the 
amendment or amendments proposed. 

(2) An amendment to a motion shall be put to vote first. 

(3) If there be more than one amendment to a motion, 
the presiding officer of the meeting shall decide in what 
order they shall be taken. 

(4) When any motion involving several points has' been 
discussed, it shall be at the discretion of the presiding officer 
of the meeting to divide the motion, and put each or any 
point separately to the vote as he may think fit. 

14. Adjournment of meetings of tht Council 

(1) The presiding officer of a meeting of the Council may, 
at any time, adjourn any meeting to any future date or to 
any hour of the same day. 

(2) When a meeting has been adjourned to a future dMc, 
the President may change such date to any other day and 
the Secretary shall send written notice of the change to 
each member. 

(3) Whenever a meeting is adjourned to a futuie date,' 
the Secretaiy shall, send notice of the adjournment to every 
member. 

(4) At a meeting adjourned to a future date, any motion 

standing over from the previous date shall, unless the Presi¬ 
dent otherwise directs, take precedence over other matter 
on the agenda. ■ 

(5) Either at the beginning of the meeting or after the 
conclusion of the debate on a particular item during the 
meeting, the presiding officer of the meeting or a member 
may suggest a ebange in the order of business on the 
agenda, and if the Council agrees such a change shall be 
made. 

(6) A matter which had not been on the agenda of the 
original meeting shall not be discussed at an adjourned 
meeting, 

15. Commencement of a meeting of Council 

If at any time appointed for a meeting, a quorum is not 
present, the meeting shall not commence until the quorum 
is present and if the quorum is not present 6n the expira¬ 
tion of 20 minutes fiom the time appointed for the meeting 
or during the course of any meeting, the meeting shall stand 
adjourned to'such future date and time as the President may 
appoint: 

Provided that in the case of a meeting adjourned for want 
of quorum, no quorum shall be required. 

16. Point's of order 1 —(1) The presiding officer of the 
meeting of the Council shall decide all points of Older 
whi6h may arise, and his decision shall be final. 

(2) If Any question arises with leference to procedure 
In respect of a matter for which these regulations make no 
provision, the presiding officer of the meeting shall decide 
the same and his decision shall be final. 

17. Minutes of the meetings of Council 

(1) The proceedings of the meetings of the Counclf shall 
be preserved in the form ol minutes which shall be authenti¬ 
cated, after confirmation, by the signature of the presiding 
officer of the meeting confirming the minutes, 


(2) A copy of the minutes of each meeting shall be sub¬ 
nutted to the President within 10 days of the meeting and 
attested by him and they shall then be sent to each mem¬ 
ber within 30 days of the meeting. 

(3) The miriutes of each meeting shall contain such mo¬ 
tions and amendments as have been moved and adopted. 

(4) If any objection regarding the correctness of the 
minutes is received within 30 days of the despatch of the 
minutes by the Secretary, such objection together with the 
minutes as recorded and attested shall be put before the next 
meeting of the Council for confirmation and at this meet¬ 
ing no other question shall be raised except as to the cor¬ 
rectness of the records of the meeting : 

Provided that if no objection regarding a decision taken 
by the Council at a meeting is received within 30 days of 
the despatch by the Secretary of the minutes of that parti¬ 
cular meeting such decision may, if expedient, be put into 
effect before the confirmation of the minutes at the meeting : 

Provided further that the President may direct that action 
be taken on a decision of the Council before the expiry of 
the period of 30 days mentioned above. 

(5) The minutes of the Council shall, as soon as is practi¬ 
cable after their confirmation, be made up in sheets and 
consecutively paged for insertion in a volume which shall 
be permanently preserved. 

PART—III 

Powr? and duties of President and Vice-President of the 
Council 

18. Powers and Duties of the President 

(1) The President shall exercise such powers and perform 
such duties as are contained in the provisions of the Act. 
the regulations and standing orders of the Council and shall 
do such acts as he considers necessary in the furtherance of 
the objects for which the Council is established, 

(2) The Piesident shall preside over the deliberations of 
the Council and of all committees of which he is a member. 

(3) The President shall cause the meetings of the Council 
or Committees of the Council to be convened at such tline 
nncl place as he may decmJ fit. 

f4) The President shall approve the items for agenda to 
be brought before the meetings of the Council nnd its com¬ 
mittees. 

19. Powers and Duties of Vice-President.— If the Office of 
the President is vacant or If the President, for any reason, 
is unable to exercise the powers or perform the duties of 
his office, the Vice-President shall act in his place and shall 
exercise the powers . nd perform the duties of the President. 

PART—IV 

Executive Committee 

20. Conduct of business at the meetings of the Executive 
Committee 

fl) The meetings of the Executive Committee shall, unless 
otherwise specified, be generally governed by the regulations 
applicable to the meetings of the Council. 

(2) If both the Chairman and Vice-Chairman are absent, 
the members present shall elect one of their members to 
pieslde over the meeting. 

(3) Four members of the Executive Committee shall form 
a quorum. 

• 

(4) If at the time appointed for the meeting of the Exe¬ 
cutive Committee, the quorum is not present, the meeting 
shall not commence until a quorum is present, and V the 
quorum Is not present on the expiration of 30 minutes from 
the time appointed for the meeting or during the course of 
the meeting, the’meeting shall stand adjourned to such future 
date and time as the member presiding over the meeting 
may appoint 

(5) Tn the case of a vacancy which may occur durine the 
interval between consecutive meetings of the Council the 
Fxecutive Committee may co-opt a member of the CoyneII 
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to fill the vacancy until the next meeting' of the Council 
which shall elect one of its members to be the member of 
the Executive Committee— 

(6) Notice and agenda of meetings of the Executive Com¬ 
mittee shall ordinarily be given 15 days before the meetings. 

(7) (a) A copy of the minutes of each meeting shall be 

submitted to the Chairman within 15 days of the 
meeting, and after having been attested by him shall 
be sent to each member, within 20 days of the 
meeting, 

(b) If no objection to the correctness of the minutes 
is received within 20 days of their despatch, any 
decision therein shall be given effect to. 

(c) The minutes shall be sent to the members of the 
Council after confirmation by the Executive Com¬ 
mittee : 

Provided that, the President may direct that the 
action be taken on a decision of the Executive 
Committee, before the expiry of the period of 20- 
days mentioned above : 

Provided further that the Executive Committee 
or the President shall refrain to act on the resolu¬ 
tions and the decisions taken by the Executive 
Committee where approval of the Central Govern¬ 
ment is required to be obtained under the provisions 
of the Act. 

(8) All resolutions passed and action taken by the Exe¬ 
cutive Committee after confirmation by the Committee shall 
be placed for ratification. 

(9) No decision of the Executive Committee shall have 
effect until the President has signified his approval thereof 
in writing and if he disapproves, until the Council has ap¬ 
proved of the Executive Committee’s decision. 

21. Functions of the Executive Committee 

(1) The Executive Committee shall be the executive autho¬ 
rity of the Council and shall be responsible for giving effect 
to the resolution and decision of the Council. 

(2) The Executive Committee shall have p° wer % such 

m — 

(i) to manage the funds of the Council; 

(ii) to invest the funds of the Council in the manner 
directed by the Council from time to time ; 

(iii) tp appoint nnd supervise the work of the members 
of the staff and prescribe their conditions of service; 

(iv) to consider the annual audit report and place it 
before the Council with its comments for its consi¬ 
deration; 

(v) to prepare and place before the Council the annual 
administration report and the statement of accounts; 

(Vi) to authorise the Registrar to incur expenditure 
within the prescribed limits provided for in the 
approved budget; 

(vii) to fix travelling and other allowances to the mem¬ 
bers of the Council and its Committees and to the* 
members of the staff; 

(viii) to delegate to the Chairman arid the Vice-Chairman 
any of its aforementioned powers; and 

(ix) to do all other functions necessary for discharging 
the aforesaid functions. 

PART—V 

Committees of the Council 

22, Constitution and conduct of business of committees 

(1) The Council may, at any time on the adoption of a 
motion to this effect constitute a committee or committees 
consisting of any number of Its members or resofve itself 
into a committee for the consideration of any business. 

/2) The Council shall define the functions of the Com¬ 
mittee and the number of members to be appointed or 
elected. - ■ v 


(3) the said committees shall have the powers to co-opt 
additional member or members not exceeding three in each 
case with prior approval of the President. 

(4) (a) If the number of members proposed as members 

of the committee does not exceed the total 
number of members to form the committee* the 
members so proposed shall be appointed as mem¬ 
bers of the committee. 

(b) Tf the number of members so proposed exceeds 
the total number of members to form the com¬ 
mittee, ballot shall be held and the requisite num¬ 
ber of 4 members who obtain the largest number of 
votes shall be appointed. 

(5) The President and Vice-President shall be ex-officio 
members of the committees constituted by the Council and 
shall act as Chairman and Vice-Chairman of these com¬ 
mittees. 

(6) The quorum for a committee constituted by the Coun¬ 
cil shall not be less than one-third of the total number of, 
the members of the committee. 

(7) Proceedings of the said committees shall be In accor¬ 
dance with this regulation, provided that it may at any time 
be relaxed at the discretion of the Chairman of the com¬ 
mittee. 

(8) The Committees shall submit it s report, to the Exe¬ 
cutive Committee. 

PART—VI 

I Registrar and employees of the Council 

23. Term, powers and duties of Registrar 

(1) The term of the Registrar shall be fixed by the Coun¬ 
cil with the previous sanction of the Central Government, 
at the time of appointment. 

(2) The Registrar shall normally retire on attaining the 
age of 60 years unless otherwise determined by the Council. 

(3) The Registrar shall be the Chief Executive Officer of 
the Council and subject to the general supervision of the 
President and the relevant committee of the Council, shall 
exercise and perform, in addition to the powers and duties 
specified by the Act and these regulations in this behalf, the 
following powers and duties, such as,— 

(1) be in charge of the Office of the Council as its 
Executive Head; 

(ii) attend all meetings of the Council or of the com¬ 
mittees unless otherwise directed; 

(iii) keep records and minutes of the proceedings of 
the Council and of its committees; 

(iv) keep in his custody the property of the Council 
including the Seal of the Council; 

(v) exercise general control and supervision over the 
employees of the Council; 

(vi) arrange for the deposit of moneys in bank received 
on behalf of the Council or its committees unless 
otherwise decided by the Council; 

(vii) act as Secretary of all committees and convene 
meeting of the Council or “its committees unless 
otherwise decided by the Council; 

(viii) appoint such temporary staff as may be necessary, 
with the prior approval of the President to transact 
urgent work; 

(ix) issue requisite notifications as prescribed and cir¬ 
culars as may be required; 

(x) attend to the correspondence of the Council and 
of the committees; 

(xi) act as Secretary of the Disciplinary Committee 
constituted under rule 35 of the Council of Archi¬ 
tecture Rules, 1973; 

(xii) issue notices and be in charge of all work in res¬ 
pect of the proceedings, including the grant of 
certified copies of documents and evidence or state¬ 
ment of witnesses; 
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(xiii) grant certified copies of documents or other pro¬ 
ceedings referred to in the Act or the rules made 
thereunder or in these regulations; 

(xiv) be tfio custodian of the records, registers, accounts, 
furniture, library and such other property as the 
Council may acquire from time to time; 

(xv) make necessary arrangements fO£ receiving moneys 
due to the Council and also issue receipts thereof; 

(xvi) cause proper accounts to be maintained and deliver 
accounts books and other information required by 
the auditors appointed by the Council for the pur¬ 
pose of the audit of the accounts of the Council; 

(xviij make all olher payments as sanctioned by the 
Council, committees tend the President; 

(xviii) pay salary and allowances to officers and employees 
of the Council, grant leave, etc. to them and sign 
their increments in accordance with the approved 
scale of pay; 

(xix) exercise disciplinary control over the said employees 
except dismissal in respect of which prior sanction 
of the Executive Committee shffil be obtained; 

(xxj perform such other duties as may be assigned to 
him by the Council or the Committees or the 
President; 

(xxi) register the architects, renew their registration and 
remove their names from the register of architects 
owing to non-payment of renewal fees. 

24. Term, powers and duties of Administrative Officer 

(1) The term of the Administrative Officer shall be 
fixed by the Council, with (ho previous sanction of 
the Central Government, at tfio time of appoint¬ 
ment. 

(2) The Administrative Officer shall normally retire on 
attaining the age of 60 years unless otherwise 
determined by the Council. 

(3) The Administrative Officer shall perform such 
duties as may be assigned to him by the Executive 
Committee, the Registrar and by these regulations, 

(4) The Administrative Officer shall assist the Registrar 
in all the administrative matters in day to day 
working of the Office and shall' assume all admi¬ 
nistrative responsibilities in the absence of the 
Registrar. 

25. Terms and condition y pf service of the employees 

(T) Members of the Ministerial staff and Class IV 

staff shall retire on attaining the age of 60 'iears : 

Provided that the Executive Committee may, 
for the reasons to be recorded in writing, extend 
the tenure of a member of the Ministerial staff or 
Class IV staff upto a period of 2 years, 

(2) The powers and duties of the employees shall be 
such as may be laid down, from time to time, in 
the standing orders* 

(3) The Register may, subject to prior approval of 

the President, appoint the Ministerial staff and 
Class IV staff and may engage such temporary 
personnel as may be required from time to time 
and, pay a reasonable rate of remuneration to 
such personnel, provided it does not exceed the 

tale sanctioned by the Central Government for 
corresponding permanent staff and such appoint¬ 
ments shall be reported to the Executive Com¬ 
mittee. 

PART—VII 

Finances, Accounts and Audit 

26. Finances and Accounts 

(1) The Council may receive, for the purpose of its 
expenses, registration fee, renewal tees and such 
other fees and money made admissible under the 
Act and the rules framed theieunder, and the 
proceeds of the tale of register of architects, re¬ 
ports and other publications : 


Provided That the Council may accept grant, gift 
or deposit and such other financial assistance from 
the Central Government. 

(2) The Bankers of the Council shall be the State Bank 
of India or any other bank specified in column 2 
of the First Schedule to the Jinking companies 
(Acquisition and Iiansfer of Undertakings) Act 
1970 (5 of 1970), 

(3) (a) All the funds of the Council shull be paid 

into the Council’s accounts with any of the 
said banks and shall be withdrawn by means 
of cheques signed by the Registrar and counter¬ 
signed by the President or any other officer 
authorized by him in this behalf 

(b) The Cheque books shall remain in the per’ 
sonal custody of the Registrar, 

(4) The funds of the Council, surplus to current 
requirements may, on the recommendations of the 
Registrar and with the sanction of the Executive 
Committee, be invested in fixed deposits with any 
of the said banks or in any Government security or 
in any other security approved by the Central 
Government, 

(5) An investment of the funds of the Council shall 
be made in the name of the Council. 

(6) The safe custody of receipts shall remain in the 
personal charge of the Registrar and shall bo 
verified once in six months with the Register of 
Investments referred to in regulation 27 and a cer¬ 
tificate of verification shall be recorded by the 
Registrar and countersigned by the President. 

(7) The Registrar shall prepare detailed estimates of 
the receipts and expenditure for the next financial 
year, and shall submit the same for the sanction of 
tho Executive Committee. 

(8) The funds of the Council shall not be appropriated 
for expenditure on any item Which has not been 
duly sanctioned by the Council or by the President 
or the Registrar, bs the case may be. 

(9) (a) The President shall have full powers to rc- 

appropriate funds from one unit of appro¬ 
priation to another subject to the condition 
that the total budget provision is not exceeded 
and the President’s action does not lead to any 
future financial commitment for the Central 
Government, 

(b) Copies of orders sanctioning such re-appro¬ 
priation shall be communicated to the Exe¬ 
cutive Committee. 

(10) The Registrar shall have power to sahetioii 
expenditure of miscellaneous and contingent nature 
upto an amount not exceeding Rs, 200/- in each 
case and the expenditure in excess of this (amount 
shall require the sanction of the President. 

(11) A permanent advance of Rs. 200/- as imprest 
amount shall be made to the Registrar to meet day 
to day expenses, 

(12) Th© Registrar shall bef the certifying officer for 
travelling and other allowances to members* 
inspectors and employees. of the Council* and the 
President fqr those of the Registrar. 

27. Books of Accounts 

(1) The following account books of the Council shall 
be maintained, namely :— 

(i) The Cash Book. 

<ii) Tfio Classified Abstract. 

(iii) The Register of Investments. 

(iv) The Register of Equipment and Furniture. 

(v) The Register of Cheque books. 

(vi) The Register of Leave and Pension or Provident 
Fund Contributions, 

(vii) The Register of permanent advances. 
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(viii) Annual accounts* 

(2) (a) Monthly accounts shall be compiled in the 

classified abstract according to the primary 
units of appropriation. 

(b) Suitable secondary units may be opened at 
the discretion of the Registrar who shall be 
responsible for the due preparation and 
maintenance of all accounts. 

28, Audit of accounts 

(1) The annual accounts of the Council shall be 
audited by an auditor appointed annually by the 
Council, 

- (2) The result of audit shall be communicated to the 
Executive Committee* 

(3) A copy of the audited annual accounts and the 
report of the Council shall be submitted to the 
Central Government.

The inspection of architectural institutions and the attend¬ 
ance at the time of training and examination under section 19 
shall be carried out in accordance with the following man* 
ner f namely :— 

(1) each institution imparting instruction in architecture 
shall be Inspected by the inspectors once in five 
years; 

(2) the Registrar shall fix the date of inspection in 
consultation with the inspector or inspectors and 
the institution; 

(3) the Executive Committee shall appoint such num¬ 
ber of inspectors as may be deemed necessary to 
inspect an institution or to attend any examinations 
and to report thereon : 

Provided that the minimum number of inspectors 
for such inspection shall be fwo; 

(4) (a) every inspector shall receive from the Chair¬ 

man, Executive Committee, a formal Commis¬ 
sion in writing under the seal of the Council; 

(b) the instructions of the Chairman shall specify 
the institution or institutions, courses of 

' studies and scheme of examination or exa¬ 

minations or training programme or educational 
standards including staff, equipments, accom¬ 
modation, training and other facilities which 
are required to be inspected or attended; 

(c) the Chairman shall inform the inspector that 
he is to report to the Executive Committee 
who shall submit their final report with re¬ 
commendations to tbe Council in accordance 
with these regulations; 

(d) the Registrar shall provide the inspector with 
a copy of the documents and of the recom¬ 
mendations of the Council [n regard to recog¬ 
nition of the qualifications or educational 
standards and improvements to be made 
thereon and of the resolutions with regard to 
architectural education. 

30. Powers and duties of Inspectors 

(1) It shall be the duty of the inspector,— 

(a) to make himself acquainted with such previous 
reports, if any, on the infljitution or institu¬ 
tions which he is appointed to inspect as the 
Executive Committee may direct and with the 
observations of the University or examining 
body and tfie report of the Council the icon; 

(b) to attend personally institution or examination 
pr training which he is required to inspect but 
not to interfere with the conduct thereof; 


(c) to inspect the institution which provides a 
recognized course of study or has applied, for 
the recognition of its course of study and 
scheme qf examination and to see that the 
course, is in conformity with the regulations 
relating to education and the standards laid 
down by the Council; 

(d) to report to the Executive Committee his 
opinion as to the sufficiency or insufficiency of 
standards of education or examination or - 
institution inspected by him; 

(e) to set forth in his report, in order, all the 
necessary particulars as to the question pro¬ 
posed in the written, oral or practical parts of 
each examination attended by him, the ses¬ 
sional and class work submitted by the candi¬ 
dates at the time of practical or viva-voce 
examination, the arrangements made for invigi- 
lation, tbe method and scales of marking, the 
standard of knowledge shown by the successful 
candidates and generally all such details Us 
may be required for adjudicating on the scope 
and character of the examination; 

(f) to set forth in his report necessary particulars 
in respect of institutions so as to enable the 
Executive Committee to assess the existing 
facilities for teaching as well as the extent to 
which the recommendations of the Council 
regarding piofessional education have been 
given effect to; 

(g) to compare, on receipt from the Registrar, 
proof copy of any of his reports, the proof 
with the original and correct, sign and return 
it to th© Registrar for preservation in the re¬ 
cords of the Council as tfie authentic copy 
of such report. 

(2) Every report of the inspector or inspectors shall be 
signed and submitted to the Executive Committee. 

(3) The reports of inspectors shall be deemed confiden¬ 
tial, unless in any particular case the Executive 
Committee otherwise directs. 

(4) Copies of the report by inspectors marked confi¬ 
dential shall be forwarded to the University or the 
examining body concerned as well as the institu¬ 
tion with a request that the authority should furnish 
to the Executive Committee within six months from 
the date of despatch, such observations thereon as 
they may think necessary. 

(5) A confidential copy of every report of an inspector 
or inspectors,. with the observations of the Uni¬ 
versity or the examining body or the institution 
thereon, shall be supplied to each member of the 
Council and shall be considered together with com¬ 
ments of the Executive Committee by the Council 
along with the observations thefeon of the Execu¬ 
tive Committee for consideration by the Council at 
their next meeting. 

(6) A copy of every report by the inspector or inspec¬ 
tors, with the observations of the University or 
the examining body and the institution concerned 
and the opinion of the Executive Committee there¬ 
on, shall, after approval by the Council, be 
forwarded to the Central Government and Slate 
Government concerned.

Council of Architecture (Minimum Standards of 
Architectural Education) Retaliations . 1983 

F. No. CA/95/83,—In exercise of the powers conferred 
by clauses (c), (g), (h) and (i) of sub-section (2) of sec¬ 
tion 45 read with section 21 of the Architects Act, 1972 (20 
of 1972), the Council of Architecture, with the approval of 
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the Central Government, hereby makes the following regu¬ 
lations, namely:— 

1, Short title and commencement :—(1) These regula¬ 
tions may be called the Council of Architecture 
(Minimum Standards of Architectural Education) 
Regulations, 1983. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazett^. 

2. Definitions :—In these regulations, unless the context 

otherwise requires,— 

(a) “Act" means the Architects Act, 1972 (20 of 1972); 

(b) “Council" means the Council of Architecture cons¬ 
tituted under section 3; 

(c) “Executive Committee” moans the Executive Com- 
mittfce constituted utuler section 10; 

(d) “Faculty” means the full-time teaching staff mem¬ 
bers in the service of the institution; 

(e) “Institutions” means the colleges /departments/ 

schools of architecture in India imparting instruc¬ 
tions for recognized qualifications; 

(f) “recognised qualifications” means any qualification 
in architecture for the time being included in. the 
Schedule or notified under section 15 of the Act; 

3. Duration and stages of the course 

(1) The urchitcctuie course shall be of minimum dura¬ 
tion of 5 academic years or 10 semesters of appro¬ 
ximately 16 working weeks each inclusive of six 
months/one semester of approximately 16 working 
weeks of practical training after the first stage in a 
professional office, 

(2) The architecture course may be conducted in two 
stages. 

(3) The first 3 academic ycurs/6 semesters of approxi¬ 
mately 16 working weeks each of the course shall 
be a basic standard course and shall be the first 
stage- Provided that candidates admitted to the 
course shall complete the first stage within 5 years 
of admission to the course. 

(4) The second stage of the course shall be of 2 aca¬ 
demic years/4 semesters of approximately 16 work¬ 
ing weeks each. 

(5) The completion of first stage shall not qualify can¬ 
didates for registration under the Architects Act, 
1972. 

4. Admission to the architecture course :—(J) No candi¬ 
date, with less than 50 per cent marks in aggregate, 
shall be admitted to the architecture course unless he 
has passed an examination at the end of the new 
104-2 scheme of Senior School Certificate Examina¬ 
tion or equivalent with Mathematics and English as 
subjects of examinations at tho 10+2 level. 

(2) Where 10+2 scheme is not introduced, candidates 
must have passed after 11 years schooling the 
Higher Second ary/pre-uni versify /pre-engineering or 
equivalent examinations in the Science group of any 
recognized University or Board with English, Phy¬ 
sics, Chemistry and Mathematics as compulsory sub¬ 
jects. 

(3) The institutions may subject the candidates, seek¬ 
ing admission to the architecture course, to apti¬ 
tude tests specially designed to assess the candi¬ 
dates’ aptitude : 

Provided that no separate aptitude tests may be con¬ 
ducted where admissions are made through competi¬ 
tive examinations. 

(4) The institutions shall not give weightage of more 
than 50 per cent marks for aptitude tests, in the 
matter of admissions. 

5. Intake and migration ;—(1) The sanctioned intake of 
candidates at the first year level shall not exceed a 
minimum of 40 in a class. If more than 40 candidates 
are admitted, separate classes shall be organised. 


(2) The institutions may permit, at their diicretion, 
migration of students from ope institution to another 
subject to the maximum number of students not 
exceeding the permitted maximum intake in a class* 

6. Courses: and Periods of Studies : 

(1) The institutions imparting instructions in architec¬ 
ture required for granting recognized qualification* 
may follow the courses and. periods of studies as 
prescribed in Appendix-A. 

(2) The institution shall, „as an integral part of archi¬ 
tectural education curriculum and as a part of teach¬ 
ing programme, arrange for study tours, visits to 
places of architectural interest. 

7. Professional examination , Standards of proficiency 
and conditions of adniisstons t qualifications of exa+ 
miners 

(1) The University or an independent examining body 
shall conduct the examinations at the cud of each 
stage. 

(2) The sessional work shall, as far as possible, be assess¬ 
ed by a jury of internal and external examiners. 

(3) The weightage of marks for subjects having both 
class work marks as well as examinations marks 
may not exceed the ratio of 50:50. 

(4) The pass percentage shall not be less than 45 per 
cent in each subject and shall not be less than 50 
per cent in the aggregate. 

(5) Candidates who have passed in the internal assess¬ 
ment shall only, be permitted to appear in an exa¬ 
mination, 

(6) An examiner for any of the subjects of examination 
shall have a minimum of 3 years teaching /profes¬ 
sional experience in his/her field of study. 

8. Standards of staff* equipment , accommodation , train¬ 
ing and other facilities for technical education 

(1) The institutions shall maintain a teacher /student 
ratio of 1:8. 

(2) The institutions shall have a minimum number of 
12 faculty members for a student strength of 100. 

(3) Tho institution with the maximum intake of 40 in 
a class may have the faculty pattern as prescribed 
in Appendix-B. 

(4) The institutions shall encourage the faculty members 
to involve in professional practice including re¬ 
search, 

(5) The institutions shall provide facilities as indicated 
in Appendix-C. 

(6) The institutions shall encourage exchange of faculty 
members for academic programmes. 

Notwithstanding anything contained in these regulations* 
the institutions may prescribe minimum standards of Archi¬ 
tectural Education provided such standards does not, in the 
opinion of the Council, fall below the mihimum standards 
prescribed from time to time by the Council to meet the 
requirements of the profession and education (hereof.

APPENDIX-C 
PHYSICAL FACILITIES 

The Institution of architecture should be located in a 
building to have a floor area of about 15 sq.m, per student 
The building should include class looms and atleast 5 studios, 
adequate space for faculty members, library, workshop, mate¬ 
rials museum, laboratories, exhibition /conference loom, office 
accommodation and common area for students and staff. 
The space requirements per student for architectural educa¬ 
tion whether in the Institution or in the Hostel are apt to be 
more than for most other types of professional courses like 
engineering and medicine because of the large space required 
for preparation of drawings. This factor should be borne in 
mind in the design of Hostels and studios. 

Facilities may also be provided for extra-curricular acti¬ 
vities and sports, 


The equipment in the workshops/Ieboratories has also to 
be provided to meet with the special requirements for archi¬ 
tectural education, it is desLiable to provide locker facilities 
in the studios for students. 

The Library, Workshops, Laboratories and Photography 
Unit should be managed by professionally qualified staff with 
adequate supporting staff to assist the students and faculty 
members in their academic programmes. There should also 
be administrative supporting staff to run the Architectural 
Institutions. 

It is desirable to provide hostel accommodation and resi¬ 
dential accommodation, for staff and students in dose proxi¬ 
mity of the Institution.
